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SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  THE  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  and  the  Contribu¬ 
tors  TO  THE  Cincinnati  House  of  Refuge  : 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  law  and  iisage^  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cincinnati  House  of  Refuge 
present  to  your  honorable  bodies  the  Seventeenth  An¬ 
nual  Report.  In  oifcriiig  which,  we  desire  first  to 
acknowledge  the  Divine  Power  which  has  been  signally 
extended  to  our  institution  during  the  year,  as  Ave  be- 
lieA^e,  in  the  permanent  reformation  of  many  wayward 
youth. 

There  have  been  three  deaths  within  the  year,  the 
causes  of  Avhich  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  our 
Physician.  The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has 
been  good. 

In  consequence  of  the  continued  high  prices  of  living, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  reduce  our  expenses  as  we 
could  wish,  yet  we  find  our  expenditures  compare  very 
faAmrably  with  kindred  institutions. 
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We  still  adhere  to  our  classification  of  inmates,  and 
are  assured  that  good  has  been  accomplished  thereby. 
By  our  s^-stem  of  merits  and  demerits  the  number  of 
children  attaining  their  Badge  of  Honor  is  increasing 
every  year. 

In  our  last  report  vve  expressed  the  opinion  that 
more  land  should  be  held  for  cultivation.  Another 
year’s  experience  only  strengthens  these  convictions. 

lArniit  us  here  to  call  attention  to  a  largo  class  of 
children,  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one 
years,  arrested  for  minor  ofienses,  for  whicli  there  is 
no  provision  except  the  City  Ih-ison  or  Count}^  Jail, 
among  common  thieves  and  felons,  where,  by  associ¬ 
ating  with  the  hardened,  tliev  earlv  become  confirmed 
criminals.  As  a  temporary  arrangement,  or  until  bet¬ 
ter  provision  can  l)e  made  by  the  State,  a  few  of  this 
class  might  be  cared  for  in  our  House  of  Refuge,  and 
we  would  recommend  that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as 
to  allow  tlie  Board  of  Directors  to  receive  from  our 
Ihdice  and  other  City  Courts  such  of  this  class  as  they 
ma}^  be  able  to  accommodate,  and  in  their  judgment 
may  be  benefited  by  the  disci}dine. 

The  reports  of  Superintendent,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
I’hysician  and  Chaplain  are  res})ectfully  referred  to 
for  detailed  statements  in  their  departments.

The  seventeenth  year  of  this  institution  has  drawn 
to  its  close.  The  general  system,  management,  etc., 
differs  but  little  from  last  year.  The  same  contractors, 
Messrs.  C.  Hitchcock  &  Co.,  have  engaged  the  labor 
of  boys  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes.  The  number 
of  girls  has  been  small,  being  reduced  at  the  present 
time  to  27.  They  have  performed  the  usual  domestic 
duties. 

During  some  portions  of  the  year  much  sickness 
has  prevailed.  Early  in  the  season,  a  teacher  who 
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had  been  with  us  but  a  few  weeks,  died  after  a  short 
illness.  Two  boys,  both  orphans,  died  during  the  sum¬ 
mer;  the  first,  Wallace  E.  Harrington,  after  an  illness 
of  two  weeks,  and  the  second,  Michael  Jones,  of  three 
months.  In  July,  Mary  Boorman  died  suddenly,  of 
heart  disease ;  every  effort  to  find  her  friends  was  un¬ 
successful.  Their  remains  were  buried  in  the  lot  of 
the  institution  at  Cumminsville. 

The  boys  have  been  in  school  two  hours  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  one  and  one-half  hours  in  the  evening ;  and  the 
girls  two  and  one-half  hours  in  the  afternoon,  during  the 
summer.  Good  teachers  have  been  provided  ;  marked 
progress  has  been  noticed  in  many  instances,  and  the 
pupils  generally  have  evinced  a  commendable  degree  of 
interest  in  their  studies.  They  show  at  all  times  a 
strong  desire  to  read,  and  to  meet  this  want  a  reading 
room  has  been  established,  with  beneficial  results.  For 
this  and  the  library  am})le  provision  should  be  made ; 
education  being  one  of  the  great  levers  of  reform. 

The  Fourth  of  Julv,  Thanksgiving  Dav  and  Christ- 
mas  were  observed  as  holidays  in  a  pleasant  and  agree¬ 
able  manner.  AFe  again  return  our  thanks  to  the  Di¬ 
rectors  and  their  friends,  who  have  so  kindly  furnished 
concerts  and  entertainments,  and  who  have  mingled 
with  officers  and  children  in  social  reunions,  at  various 
times.  These  occasions  have  shown  the  children,  more 
fully  than  words  could  express,  the  deep  interest  felt  in 
their  welfare,  and  have  been  productive  of  good  results. 
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An  officer  who  was  sent  out  to  visit  apprentices, 
reported  having  seen  and  conversed  with  forty-three 
boys  and  girls ;  all  but  two  were  doing  well,  and  had 
good  homes.  Of  those  indentured,  one  died,  after 
having  been  in  his  home  but  three  weeks.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  letter  was  received  from  his  master  a  few  days 
after  his  decease : 

“  r)EAR  Sir  : — I  suppose  you  are  expecting  a  few  lines  from  me. 

I  am  very  sorry  indeed  to  inform  you,  that  Charles  W -  has 

jiassed  from  this  world,  lie  was  taken  with  the  spotted  fever 
April  Gth,  and  lingered  only  until  the  10th  inst.  As  soon  as  he 
informed  me  of  his  illness,  I  emploj’ed  the  best  medical  aid 
within  my  knowledge;  two  physicians  attended  him  twice  a 
da}'  through  his  illness,  but  all  our  eftbrts  were  of  no  avail. 

A  few  words  in  regard  to  Charles  while  with  me.  If  I  try  to 
tell  you,  or  represent  the  feelings  I  have  entertained  for  him 
since  he  came  here,  I  know  I  shall  fall  far  short  of  my  real  feel¬ 
ings.  A  more  honest,  faithful  and  obedient  boy  I  never  expect  to 
see  than  he  was  during  his  short  stay  with  me.  In  fact,  I  had 
never  the  least  occasion  to  tell  him  that  he  had  strayed  from 
the  path  of  duty.  In  all  my  atfairs  ho  took  a  deep  interest,  ever 
ready  and  willing  to  lend  a  helping  hand,  always  with  a  kind 
word  and  a  pleasant  countenance.  He  was  an  example  for  a 
great  many  older  persons,  and  I  feel  that  I  have  lost  nothing 
by  his  stay  with  me.  He  was  the  same  through  his  illness  as  in 
health,  always  patient  in  his  most  severe  trials  and  sufferings. 
[  spent  my  entire  time  by  his  bed;  day  and  night  I  watched 
over  him,  and  attended  to  his  wants,  lie  did  not  wish  me  to 
leave  him  for  a  moment.  I  read  to  him  from  his  Bible,  and 
talked  to  him  of  his  preparation  to  meet  his  Father  in  heaven. 
He  said  he  felt  prepared  to  meet  his  Maker;  and  a  short  time 
before  he  died,  he  said  he  saw  the  angels  of  heaven  waiting  to 
receive  him.  *  =i< 

Truly  yours,  W.  B - .” 

This  boy  was  an  inmate  of  the  House  for  several 
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years.  At  times,  it  seemed  that  he  never  would  reform ; 
but  during  the  last  year  of  his  detention  an  entire 
change  in  his  conduct  was  apparent,  and  he  was  dis¬ 
charged  with  honor,  and  the  confidence  of  all  the 
officers. 

This  is  not  a  solitary  case;  many  have  been  dis- 
charged  during  the  year  who  had  given  evidence  of 
reform,  and  from  whom  we  are  frecjuently  receiving 
assurances  of  good  conduct. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  expenses  for  the  year  is 
$46,631  2o — nearly  $10,000  less  than  last  year.  From 
this  deduct  17,246  10,  cash  received  by  the  institution 
for  liibor,  sales,  and  from  parents  for  board,  which 
leaves  $39,385  15  as  the  actual  cost  of  the  institution, 
and  of  this  there  are  two  items  of  extraordinary  ex¬ 
penses  which  do  not  properly  belong  to  the  one  year’s 
expense,  as  they  occur  but  once  in  several  years, 
viz.:  painting,  $1,455  64,  new  boilers,  furnaces,  etc., 
$4,475  94,  which,  if  deducted,  would  leave  for  the 
maintenance  of  inmates,  $33,453  57,  a  per  capita  rate 
of  $2  88  2)er  week. 

The  number  of  inmates  has  been  smaller  than  durino- 

O 

last  year.  The  per  capita  cost  is  greater  with  a  small 
than  with  a  large  number,  for,  as  the  children  are 
divided  into  divisions  or  families,  the  same  number  of 
officers  is  needed  for  223  as  300.  Then  the  heatino- 
of  the  house,  light,  the  general  wear  and  necessary 
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expenses,  except  for  food  and  clothing,  are  the 
same. 

During  the  month  of  September,  the  Superintendent 
was  sent  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  visit  the  various 
public  institutions  and  reformatories  of  the  East,  and 
to  report  on  all  subjects  that  would  be  of  interest  or 
benefit  to  this  institution.  Thirteen  were  visited  ;  all 
seemed  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  to  be  accom¬ 
plishing  much  good. 

We  are  under  renewed  obligations  to  the  publishers 
of  the  Cincinnati  Weekly  Times,  the  Presbyter,  and 
the  Advocate  and  Guardian,  for  copies  of  their  papers 
furnished,  and  to  a  friend  who  has  remembered  the 
Sabl)ath  School,  and  furnished  150  copies  of  the  Child’s 
World,  and  to  several  of  the  City  Sabbath  Schools  for 
papers,  with  which  we  have  been  more  liberally  sup¬ 
plied  than  ever  before. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors,  I  return  my  sincere 
thanks  for  their  valuable  advice  and  assistance  in  the 
mana2:ement  of  the  institution. 

Praying  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father  upon 
the  labors  of  the  past,  and  His  favor  for  the  future, 
this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

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CHAPLAIN’S  EEPORT. 


CixciNNATi,  October  1st,  1867. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oinciimati  House  of  Refuge : 

GtExtlemex  :  The  present  must  be  rather  an  apol¬ 
ogy  than  a  report.  The  first  four  months  of  the  year, 
I  was  able  to  attend  to  the  duties  assigned  me  as  usual, 
preaching  on  the  Sabbath  and  visiting  during  the 
week.  During  the  period,  increasing  interest  in  spir¬ 
itual  things  was  manifested  by  the  inmates  generally. 
This  interest  Avas  fostered  and  Avisel}^  directed  by  the 
kind  and  judicious  course  of  the  Superintendent,  and 
it  eventuated  in  much  good,  and  in  many  cases  in  the 
permanent  reformation  of  the  youth. 

From  the  last  of  January  until  the  close  of  June  I 
Avas  confined  to  my  bed,  and  unable  to  supply  the  pul¬ 
pit  at  the  Refuge,  except  by  proxy  for  a  feAv  Sabbaths. 
Since  that  time  I  have  preached  as  formerly,  and  the 
interest  in  moral  and  religious  things  is  indicative  of 
good  results. 

Probably  the  institution  aauas  never  more  flourishing 
than  during  the  past  year.  The  youth  are  far  more 
cheerful,  and  manifest  increasing  respect  and  love  for 
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aiul  conlideiice  in  tlio  Superintendent  and  liis  Assist¬ 
ants.  It  is  nij  duty  to  state  that  every  aid  has  l;)een 
otforcd  me  on  the  part  of  the  officers  in  effijrts  of  reform. 
Ao  dogmas  of  sect  have  been  inculcated.  Repentance 
toward  (xod,  and  faith  in  our  Lord  .lesns  Clirist,  the 
necessity  of  a  right  performance  of  duty  toAvards  God 
and  man,  have  constantly  l»cen  incnlcated  as  the  only 
grounds  of  present  and  future  happiness.  Many  youths 
hao'c  been  reformed,  Avho  are  now  in  the  city  and  y'l- 
cinity,  and  hundreds  more  give  promise  of  fidure  use¬ 
fulness  in  l(X'ations  Avhere  you  have  placed  them. 

Lhe  Board  will  please  accept  my  thanks  for  the 
uniform  courtesy,  kindness  and  conlideiice  reposed  in 
me,  and  for  their  forbearance  with  my  infirmities  of 
body  and  mind.

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PHYSICIAl^rS  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cincinnati  House  of  Ref uge  : 

(xENTLEMEN :  Ill  Submitting  my  report  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  department  of  this  institution  for  the  past  year, 
I  regret  to  have  to  say  that  th(#re  has  been  much  sick¬ 
ness  and  mortality,  e(|ualled  by  but  one  previous  year 
in  the  history  of  the  House. 

Early  in  the  year,  vrhile  Cholera  was  still  prevalent 
in  this  vicinity,  two  cases  occurred  among  the  inmates, 
both  of  which  terminated  faAnarablv.  Following  the 
sul)sidence  of  the  epidemic.  Dysentery  prevailed  to  a 
considerable  extent.  During  the  winter  there  was 
about  the  average  amount  of  sickness,  and  of  the  usual 
character. 

In  the  spring.  Intermittent  Fever  prevailed,  though 
to  a  less  extent  than  at  the  same  season  the  past  three 
years. 

In  April,  IMr.  George  ^loore,  a  teacher,  who  had 
been  in  poor  health  for  some  time,  was  seized  with 
Typlioid  Pneumonia,  and  died  after  a  brief  illness, 
this  being  the  first  death  in  the  institution  for  over 
two  years. 

Dn  Mav  29th,  A^"allace  E.  Herrington  died  of  Tv- 
phoid  Fever  ;  and  on  Jul}^  oth  Michael  Jones  died  of 
Pulmonary  disease,  after  an  illness  of  several  months. 
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Apprehending  the  re-appearance  of  Cholera  this 
summer,  eveiy  effort  was  made  to  protect  the  institu¬ 
tion  from  any  influence  which  might  facilitate  its 
development.  In  the  month  of  July,  a  case  occurred 
presenting  so  many  features  of  the  dreaded  disease  as 
to  cause  much  uneasiness  ;  but  it  is  with  gratitude  that 
I  am  able  to  say  that  this  case  recovered,  and  that 
there  were  no  further  manifestations  of  the  disease. 

On  the  22d  of  July,  Mary  Boorman  died  very  sud¬ 
denly.  As  she  had  attempted  suicide  (as  referred  to 
in  my  last  report),  we  feared  she  had  been  successful 
in  her  long-cherished  diesigns.  I  therefore  deemed  it 
proper  to  make  an  examination  of  the  body,  which  I 
did,  Ijeing  assisted  by  H.  Ludington,  M.  D.,  and  was 
convinced  that  our  suspicions  were  incorrect. 

During  the  latter  part  of  July  and  August,  Dysentery 
prevailed  to  an  alarming  extent,  but  with  no  fatal 
result.  For  the  last  month  the  health  of  the  inmates 
has  been  good,  and  we  closed  the  year  with  no  case 
under  treatment. 

The  only  accidents  during  the  year  were  one  in 
which  a  part  of  a  finger  and  another  in  which  an  entire 
finger  was  lost. 

To  your  Board  and  tlie  officers  of  the  Refuge  I 
desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  cordial  co-operation  in 
the  manageiuent  of  my  department  of  your  institution.

House  of  Refuge, 
Cincinnati,  September  30,  1807. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  BUILDINGS. 


The  Cincinnati  House  of  Refuge  is  situated  in  Hillcreek  Valley, 
one  mile  north  of  corporation  line.  The  buildings  are  of  blue 
limestone,  rvith  -n-indows.  cornices,  casings  and  portico  of  white  Day- 
ton  stone,  and  are  erected  in  tlie  Grecian  style.  The  grounds  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  institution  contain  9-g  acres,  of  of  which  are  inclosed  by  a 
stone  wall  20  feet  high,  within  which  stand  all  the  buildings  except 
the  stable 

The  “  House”  presents  an  imposing  front  of  277  feet,  and  is  com¬ 
posed  of  a  main  building,  85x55  feet,  four  stories  in  bight,  with 
towers  at  the  extremities  projecting  two  feet  in  front,  and  which  are 
five  stories  high,  besides  the  basement.  In  the  main  building  are  the 
offices,  superintendents’  and  officers  apartment,  principal  store-room, 
boys’  hospitals  and  dispensary,  in  all  thirty-six  rooms. 

Extending  north  and  south  from  the  main  building  are  two  wings, 
each  9Cx38,  with  towers  at  the  extremities  projecting  two  feet  in  front 
and  rear.  The  wings  are  four  stories  in  bight,  and  the  towers  five, 
besides  the  basement. 

The  north  wing  (boys’  department)  contains  one  hundred  and 
twelve  dormitories,  and  the  basement  a  bath,  50x12,  and  twenty-six 
dressin"  rooms. 

The  south  wing  (drls’  department)  contains  seventy- two  dormito¬ 
ries,  two  sewing  rooms,  one  school  room,  one  ironing  room,  one  dryinfr 
room  and  one  girls’  hospital.  In  the  basement  are  laundry,  wash¬ 
rooms,  bath-room  and  play  ground. 

In  the  rear  of  the  main  building,  and  connected  with  it  by  covered 
passage  ways,  is  the  school  and  chapel  building,  containing  on  the 
first  floor  the  bakery,  kitchen,  three  dining  rooms,  one  school  room, 
and  three  store  rooms  ;  and  on  the  second  floor  the  chapel,  56xtj0,  and 
two  school  rooms.  In  the  attic  over  the  school  rooms  is  a  large  dor¬ 
mitory  occupied  by  the  first  division  boys. 
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East,  and  to  the  rear  of  the  chapel,  is  the  shop  building,  142x37, 
and  three  stories  in  hight,  containing  engine  and  fuel  rooms  and  four 
shops;  and  in  the  south  end  of  the  building,  the  school  room,  forty- 
two  dormitories,  covered  play  ground,  and  wash-room  of  the  third 
division  boys. 

Connected  with  the  shop  building  are  the  boiler  room,  38x30,  gas 
house,  21x20,  boys’  laundry,  60x26,  two  wash-rooms  and  two  covered 
play  grounds,  for  first  and  second  division  boys,  and  flour  room,  all 
one  story  in  hight  and  covered  with  metallic  roofing.  None  of  the 
buildings  are  detached.  They  will  accommodate  three  hundred  and 
fifty  inmates,  and  the  requisite  number  of  officers.  The  boys  are 
divided  into  three  and  the  girls  into  two  divisions  or  families.  Each 
of  the  five  families  have  separate  schools,  dining  and  wash-rooms, 
opened  and  covered  play  grounds,  work  shops  and  dormitories.  The 
buildings  are  heated  throughout  by  steam;  and  lighted  with  gas. 

Water  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes,  is  furnished  from  six 
large  cisterns,  supplied  with  filtered  rain  water.  For  fountains  and 
cleansinug  purposes  an  abundant  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Miami 
Canal. 

The  front  entrance  to  the  inclosure  is  through  a  Gothic  arched 
gateway,  flanked  on  each  side  by  gate  keepers’  lodges,  two  stories 
high,  and  together  containing  four  large  rooms.  The  whole  number 
of  rooms  in  the  house,  including  the  basements  and  lodges,  is  three 
hundred  and  sixty-four.
